BIG CROWD HEARS

Material Change Seen 
In Several States Of 
Cotton Belt 


(Aaaociated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—A proba­ 
ble cotton crop of 15,226,000 bales, 
an increase of 467,000 bales, compar­ 
ed with the production forecast Oc 
tober 1 was indicated in the crop re­ 
port issued today by the department 
of agriculture, based on October 18th 
prospects. 
Although some cotton has been loit 
through stornas and delayed picking? 
the department said, in a statement 
prospects have improved and growers 
in moat states are finding more cotton 
than they expected two weeks ago 
- Prospects show- substantial 
im 
provement in all the gulf states, the 
statement added, the largest change 
being in Texas, where they have im­ 
proved to the extent of 176,000 bales 
attributed partially to betterment In 
the drought stricken section. 
The crop in the Western third of the 
state, however, was said to be unu- 
sually-late and the final outturn there 
is still largely dependent on'the date 
of the first general killing fro^L 
Present indications also were said 
to be subject to a material change in 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Mississippi, 
according to the character of "Ihe re 
maining season. 
The final outturn of the 
United 
States,*' the department said, “may 
vary a few hundred thousand bales 
either way from the present figúre.” 
Of the 46,448,000 acres of 
cotton 
standing on June 25, about 2,217,000 
acres are estimated to 
have 
been 
abandoned. 
Although this abandon 
ment amounts to 4.8 per cent of the 
acreage as originally estimated, the 
department said, It is somewhat be­ 
low the abandonment expected before 
the drought was broken in Texas. 
In that state abandonment now is 
estimated at nine per cent, or 1,64* 
000 acres. This is about three fourths 
of the total cotton abandonment in th* 
United States this season.

Alabama spent in 1924, $9,669,857 
for Instructional cost which whs 81.4 
per cent of the entire amount spent 
for current 
expenses ($11,872,298) 
according to R. W. Cowart, secretary 
of the Alabama education association. 
The average for the United States as 
given on page 27, Bulletin 31 U. S- 
Bureau of Education was 71.6 
per 
cent. It will be seen that Alabama 
spends 9.8 per cent more of her school' 
money for instruction than does the 
average state of the union. 
The A. E. A. Secretary states that 
Hf the cost of supervisors and super­ 
vising principals were deducted from 
the cost of instruction, the remainder 
$9,198,548, would still show a larger 
per cent devoted to instruction than 
the national average. The remainder 
$9,193,548, referred to above, is main­ 
ly the salaries of classroom teachers. 
A comparatively small cest for teach­ 
ing supplies, textbooks and commence 
ment expenses, is included. This sum 
is 77.0 per cent of all current expense 
costs, which is 5.8 per cept above 
the national average devoted to the 
whole of instruction. 
This does not 
mean that We are paying higher sala­ 
ries to our teachers than-other states. 
In fact our average salary for teach­ 
ers is about one half that for the na­ 
tion. It does mean tha£¿ Alabama is 
devoting a much larger part of her 
school monies to pay teachers 
than 
other states. It means too that other 
states are devoting a larger per cent 
of their revenues to other 
school 
chargs such as general control or ad­ 
ministration, maintenance of 
plant, 
janitors’ wages, supplies, and fuel, 
school attendance officers, libraries, 
cafeterias, etc. 
We need larger sums to pay teach­ 
ers, but otlfer expenditures are ne­ 
cessary also.

When the 1925 cotton yield is finally revealed*it will

Further moderate expansion in industrial and trade 
activity, rising money rates and a downward ten­ 
dency in general commodity prices have been the 
outstanding features of the domestic business situa- 
tisn in recent weeks. 
The increase in the rate of industrial output which 
has actually occurred since mid-summer is probably 
little greater than might be expected on purely sea­ 
sonal grounds. 
But the essential fact is that both 
production And trade have been, and still remain, dis­ 
tinctly large. The output in most lines appears to 
be well adjusted to the rate of consumption. A level 
of general activity much higher than that which now 
prevails would indicate an accumulation of stocks in 
the hands of producers or distributors, and would 
therefore fail to justify as confident an outlook as is 
possible under present conditions.

Sound Bases of Activity

tic attitude generally expressed by business leaders.

Alabama, the Tennessee Valley, is leading the state. South 
Alabama has an estimated crop yield of 200,000 bales, 
the same as t^iat given for the Tennessee alley. 
The South’s cotton crop continues to be the main ag­ 
ricultural item and seemingly the farmers are profit­ 
ing, though many farm agents are attempting to bring 
home the lesson of crop diversification. 
The danger in 
' cotton planting alone comes with weevil destruction. Then 
it is that the cotton farmer sees the value of farm agent 
teachings. So long as all economic conditions are right, 
there is little weevil infestation, labor is plentiful and the 
climatic condition is good for the growing of the white 
staple, the cotton farmer is the chief of the agriculturists, 
he is the prosperous figure of the neighborhood. 
Yet 
when the crop fails he is again only a poor dirtfarmer, 
wit h nothing to fall back upon, usually without even a 
shelter over his head that is his own. 
This year, however, he has gambled and won. 
This 
year folks of the Tennessee Valley are glad that the cot­ 
ton farmer has stuck to his text and that he has made a 
profitable living. He has kept his state among the lead­ 
ers again and that alone is worth a great deal to the peo­ 
ple of his state and to the state itself.

Warn­ 
ings againat “over-building” are heard with increas­ 
ing frequency. It is not likely that such a situation 
is yet general; nor is it by any means eertain that it 
will become so. 
Nevertheless, the present rate of 
activity, in the face of high costs and declining rent 
levels, suggests the need of caution. 
The general 
business situation in the last few years has been so 
closely related to conditions in the building trades 
that the effects of an abrupt curtailment would be 
keenly felt. It is much to be desired that construc­ 
tion activity recede gradually to a moderate level, 
avoiding a period of speculative over-expansion fol­ 
lowed by one of severe depression. 
Albany-Decatur is likewise on a sound basis, having 
recently passed through an era of building excitement that 
has rivaled any similar period in the history of the towns. 
All industries in the cities are on a full time basis and 
asking for more labor that they may be able to keep up 
with the demanded output. Prospects for the remaining 
short months of 1925 and the dawn of the new year are 
exceedingly bright with substantial indication of con­ 
tinued activity in all lines.

'Die coverings of the brain and spinal cord 1 
are called the meninges. These membranes are two 
in number.

vessels to nourish the parts. 
This is called the pie 
mater. 
The pia mater is intimately related to the spinal 
cord. Indeed, the blood vessels run from the cover­ 
ings into the substance of the cord. 
The cord is 
a mass of delicate fibres from which spring the im­ 
portant nerves of the body. »L

These coverings of the spinal cord are liable to 
Inflammation, just as are other parts of the body. 
This produces a condition called spinal meningitis.
